at Omaha Creighton Prep, the Most Valuable Player in the first 
high school Shrine football game and a high school All-American 
“picked by somebody, J forget who” took the field for the Uni- 
versity of Wyoming freshman team. 

.. He was a quarterback under Coach Carl Selar, now a Ne- 
braska assistant. Meyers was given a football scholarship by 
Wyoming Head Coach Bob Devaney, now resident football god of 
Nebraskaland. 

As a sophomore, Meyers played defensive back, mostly. 

._ -“T had a pretty good sophomore season,” the. head baseball 
coach at the University of Nebraska at Omaha said.. “But I 
wasn't happy, going from a big city to a small town.” 

So, after his third semester, defensive back Carl Meyers 
transferred. to Omaha University. 

The slim Meyers, as an Indian, displayed a ‘slick quarter- 
backing talent for Coach Al Caniglia that brought OU.a pair of 
Central Intercollegiate Conference crowns. For himself, Meyers, 
broke several records, including passing yardage, total yardage, 
scoring passes for a career and season touchdown tosses. .
